Water sinuigly ini ] Tegnat ei I 
with iron is nut lo be us' d (o -lilute i he 
poisfui, as tho iron in it will neiitiali/e 
a portion. ..Much of tlii^ danger from 
this poison may be avoided by applying 
it in weaker doses, which are 
eipially ell'ective in destroying all insect 
life. I'Vir using on potatoes we use one 
heaping taldes]ioonftil of Paris IJreen 
thoroughly mixed with 100 pounds or 
or one bushel of line gypsnni. 

The potatoes latest plaiiteil in a 
neighbourhootl usually escape the rav 
ages of the potato 'beetle. The bugs 
are under u necessity to fiud some 
place for laying their eggs, and prn- 
|iagating as soon a.s ihey come out of 
winter i[uarlers. When they once 
settle on a piece ihcy will not go unless 
destroved until tho crop is riddled. 
Then (hey will lly to fresh lields; but 
as this is porniilleil where potatoes are 
lareidy grown, little trouble is appre- 
hended froii this cause.

THE~LATEST TARIFF AND EX- 
CISE CU ANGUS. 

The changes in taritf anJ cxoins ratos, 
previously lepoFted, are ns foUowa: The 
au^ar tariff of 1884 ia changed ao aa to 
read "au^ar raw or unrefined," etc., in 
items eighteen and twenty. The follow- 
ing is added: On refined augar of nil 
grades or standards there shall he levied 
a specific duty of one cent per pound and 
thirty five per cent, cid valorem. The 
tariff of 18!^ aa to Geneva gin, rnni, 
whisky and unenumeratod artiules of tliu 
like kinds, and on brandy is altered au 
that the duties levied are to ho (joneva 
gin, rum, whisky and unenumeratod ar- 
ticles of the like kinds, a specific duty of 
one dollar and sovcnIy-Uvo cunts per im- 
perial gallon, and on hrandy a specific 
duty of two dollars per imperial gallon. 
The tariff of 1883 is amended so that tlio 
customs duty on manufactured tobacco 
undsnufi'ia increased to thirty cents a 
pound. Tlieso rciulutiniis Id cmsio intu 
ofl'ect on and after tlie .sixth of July inst. 
E.xciso dutiua on curtain articles iini)i)3ed 
by previous tariffs are repealed and the 
following subatitulod, namely: On spirits 
made from raw grain, one dollar and thirty 
cents for every pronf gallon; on spirits 
made from niolassea, etc., one dollar and 
thirty-three cents per [u-oof galluti. The 
duties of e.Kci.'ie cm chewing tobacco, 
cigarettes, etc., snuli', etc., us in suction 
248 Inland Revenue Act, ISS'.i, are raised 
to twenty cents a pound. Cigarettes or 
cut tobacco, when put up in packages 
weighing one- twentieth of a pound or 
less, pay duty of thirty live cents per 
ponnii, and damp or mui.st snuff, when 
containin|» aver forty per cent, of mois- 
ture, when put up in package.s of less than 
five pounds each, fourteen cents a pound 
actual woigiit. Manufactured tobacco 
made from Canadian leaf, five cents a 
pound.

The Dominion parliament have thanked 
the brave volunteers wlio so promptly 
put down the Northwest rebellion, and 
have voted Gen. iViiddleton ,*25,00() 
These marks of confidence and esteem 
are well bestowed. The volunteers have 
done nobly. They have shown that 
Canada can rely on lier "standing army" 
in any emergency, and lliat all attemptii 
to break up the confederation will be 
promptly and ouvoroly punished. Gen. 
Middleton's ability is beyond praise. tie 
has been cool, cautious and persevering, 
and, ttbove all, has spared hi* iiiait. At 
Fiah Creek he might have carried the 
rifle pita and beaten the rebels; but at 
what o'oBt I Probably one hundred lives 
would have been sacrificed in a charge. 
Having felt the enemy's position he was 
content to fall back, and in the end ac- 
oompliahod his purpuao with cumparu 
tively amall loss . When importuned by

OUR DEFENCES. 



The telegraph announces thn arrival at 
San Francisco, where tliey are now coal- 
ing, of a British war .Hteaiiur and the two 
torpedo boats purchased by tlie (iladstone 
ministry from the Chilian government. 
The war ateaiuer's name ia not given, but 
it may prove to be the Triuniph, flagship 
of Rear Admiral Haird. The telegraph 
gives the Uiimes of the torpedo boala as 
".Swift" and ".Sure," tieing a divisir'ti oi 
"Swiftsure," the name of tlio late llag- 
ahip in the I'acilic. Jf w.ir sliyuld bieak 
out this station will not be found in the 
same neglected egndifcion that the recent 
waf-scare found it. The resolutions of 
the meeting in Lmnion, of wliich nientinii 
is made in the dispatclie.s, no . doubt 
pointed with as much siynilicanco to the 
necessity of securing the safety of Victo- 
ria and E-itjuimalt as of any other part of 
the Queen's domains. With the torpedo 
boats and three or fotir war-sliips always 
on this station, and with "C" battery lo- 
cated in barracka to be erected at i\lc- 
Cauloy'a Point, and the loc.'.l niilitiii corpN 
ready to respond to any call, any design 
of Russia to obtain a foothold on the 
ooaat of British Columbia may be i^jjghed 
to acorn. 

THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 



The financial programme of the new 
(government, as formulated by Sir Michael 
Hioka-Bench, chancellor of the exche<]uer, 
meets with general approval. It is recog- 
nised as the beat pi .nsible under o.xi8ting 
circumstances, after allowance haa been 
made for tlio fiict that the Liberals caused 
the tangle which the Tories are expected 
to straighten. The new chancellor made 
a powerful speech in iulvocacy of his plan, 
sad adroitly appealed to the masses by 
firmly declaring that indirect taxation had 
reached its maximum under tke former 
government, except in the matter of tea, 
which they had deemed it unwise to touch.

ENGL.VND. 

Lo.Mio.N, July 17.— in the house of 
commons this afternoon Parnell dwelt on 
the administration of the law in Ireland 
under Earl Spencer, whereby innocent 
persons had been condemned and executed 
and others sentenced to lifelong penal 
servitude. Ho moved that in the opinion 
of the house it was the duty of tho gov- 
ernment to institute a strict iiuiuiry into 
tho evidence and sentences of tUo Maam- 
trasna, l':irbavilla, Crosmaglu and Oastle 
Island murder cases. Had tlie Irish ex- 
ecutive, said Parnol'i imitated tho custom 
of the English home office in cases whore 
the guilt of prisoners is doubtful by order- 
ing incpiiries on the spot, in tho c.ises 
inontioiied the prisoiieis, who wore still 
living under the sentences of unjust con- 
viction, would long ago have beon re- 
leased from custody. Parnell declared 
Crown Solicitor Bolton had in a single 
case insisted on forcing four or five inno- 
cent men to plead guilty. .Said Parnell, 
"Speaking coidly as i cm. I believe that 
if ever a murderer deserved to be placed* 
on trial uiid soiitoiiced to death, that man 
is Crown Solicitor Bolton." 

Corbet, home rule member for Wick- 
low, seooitded Parnell's mtition, and hoped 
the government would take a lesson from 
their predecessors, "whom the Parueliile 
vote deprived of olhce." 

Sir Alichae! llieks Beach said tho pres- 
ent goveiiimeiit had nothing to s.iy cmi- 
certiiny ihe merits of the case and noth- 
ing in di fense of the late government. 
He was, hoWsjvar, auihorizad to announce 
that Earl Carnarvon, the present lord 
lieutenant of Irtdaiid, will m.iko a careful 
personal iiKiiiiry into the suliji^ct, liui the 
i;overi)ineiit folt compelled to asU tho 
house to resist Parnell's motion, which 
was derogatory of Earl Spencer, a mem 
bor of tho lata government. 

Parneira motion was negatived witli..ut 
a division. 

During the debate Sir Vernon Har-i 
court warmly defended tho late govern 
ment. 

Lord Randolph Churchill prai.sed Pm- 
noll's calmness of demeanor and the ar- 
gument with which he introduced his 
motion, Churchill siid the present gov- 
ernment would successfully govern Ire- 
land only by divesliin; thoiiiaelves of all 
responsibility for the acts of tlie late gov- 
ernment. If there had been a miscar- 
riage of justice, in regard to which ho 
expressed no opinion, it would be brought 
to light. He, therefore, appealed to Par- 
nell, whether it was wise or fair to press 
the ainemlment. 

Parnell said the request was reasonable 
and asked leave to withdraw the motiou. 

Mr. Lewis said it looked like a compact 
between Parnell and the goverumout. 

The News in a leading eilitoiial to-day 
says: Signs of au alliance between the 
Marquis of Salisbury and Parnell are ob- 
vious. We know of nothing more discredit- 
able in the history of parliament than this 
combination of conservative.s and ParnoU- 
ites in an attempt to decry their predeces- 
sors unless it bo the effroiitry with wiiich 
the compact ia disclosed. Tho marquis bas 
made Parnell more completely than ever 
master of Ireland and almost muster of 
himself. 

FRANCE. 
Paki.s, July 17. — Willi a view of allay- 
ing public anxiety the French goviTiior of 
Cochin China has teleL;rapliod that the 
military situation in CKiubodia was really 
never dangerous, and that the French 
losses since January amount to but 17 
killed and 34 wounded. 

IRELAND, 

DaBl.I.v, July 17. — I'l'.o people protest 
against tho Hibernian Bank ofiioials re- 
quiring a week's notice of withdr.iwal of 
deposits. The excitement runs high. 
Michael Davitt has left hurriedly for the 
seaside to avoid afliliating himself with 
demonstrations of the depositors. 

Ll.MKiticK, .luly 17. — .Vt n mooting of 
the shareholders and depositors to-day a 
resolution was lulopted expressing una- 
bated confidence in the Munstcr bank, 
Mr. Shaw's proposition not to withdraw 
deposits for aix months was sgroed to.

List 
night the family retired as usual. Miss 
Rand fell asleep quickly, liud just as Mrs 
.lohiisnn had nearly lost consciousness, 
she Was arnuacd by some one approaching 
the bed. It was her husband, lie leaned 
over tho bed, kissed her uli'ectionately, 
and bade her good night and left the 
roiun. Immediately ho (the husband) 
had L'oiio .Mrs. .Ldinson's attention was 
attracted by tho strange movements made 
by liiM- sister. Putting her h and on the 
I'lrl's face she was terror stricken to feel 
the hlood gushing from Inn- sisier's throat. 
A mnuiont later t he girl was writhing in 
agony and ndled from the bed t<j the 
lloor. Mis Johnson struck a light and 
discuvered the girl lying dead with her 
throat cut from ear to ear. A hirad man 
came in answer to her screams, and in- 
stantly started to alarm the neighbor.-'. 
When t he nearest arrived, Jtdmson, too, 
vvas found dying near the door with a 
broad gash in his throat and a bloody 
razor beside him. .Johnson viMleiitly o|i 
po.'ieil his sister-ill liiw's approiichiiii; mar- 
riage to a ymiiig man of the neighbm-- 
liood. The theory ia that he himself 
loved the girl, and in a fit of insane 
jealousy murdorod her and took his own 
life. 

Ci.RVKi.AHD, .July 17. — The strikers are 
contiiiuously enga;,'ed in military diill. 
They have scoured their Hettlenieiit for 
liroarniH and have secured a forniidabU) 
collection, composed largely of weapons of 
foreiijii manufacture.

PjTrm;uiio, July 17- — List night the 
residence of joaiah Evims, a two-story log 
hut, three miles from Gramanipton, Clear- 
lield county, was destroyed by fire, aiitl 
his six children, ranging from to Lo 
years, were cremated. Evans was awak- 
ened by strange noises, and under the im 
pressioii that burglars were about, took 
ilia gun and went outside. To his horror 
ho iliacoverod the dwelling in flames. Be- 
fore he could reach the children, who wore 
sleeping on the second floor, the roof fell 
in, and in a few minutes tho bull Jing was 
all abl.aze. His wife and three younger 
.children, sleeping on the lower floor, were 
taJ:on out oafely, but the parents wore 
forced to see tlji.oi.r other children perish. 
This morning hundred? of people wore 
drawn to tho scene. Tho remains of 
four children, charred and unrecognizable, 
were gathered up and buried in one colliii. 
Tho other two were apparently reduced to 
ashes as, no traces of thoin wore found, 
'fhii parents aro crazed with grief and tho 
whole community is overcome with horror. 
The father iijsiats t^at the fire was the work 
of an incendiary- and in bis opinion others 
share.
